Moves .to deliver Russell T. Scott, 
Chicago slayer, to the gallows he ¢s- 
caped ten months ago in a sensational 
last hour maneuver have been begun 
by the state department of public wel- 
fare, it was learned last night. 

State alienists, headed by Dr. Her- 


man Adler, noted psychiatrist, have |

Information that the new process is 
to be instituted soon came last night 
from Chauncey H. Jenkins, director of 
the state department of public welfare 
in Springfield. 
Saved at Last Minute. 


Scott was sentenced to be hanged 
for the murder of Joseph Maurer, 
clerk in the City Hall pharmacy, but 
less than four hours before the gallows 
trap was to have been sprung under 
Scott's feet, at 2:07 o'clock the morn- 
ing of July 25, 1925, Judge Joseph B. 
David granted a petition for a hearing 
on his sanity. The hearing was held 
a week later, and despite the testi- 
mony of many state experts that Scott 
was sane the jury found otherwise. 
The slayer was sent to the Chester 
asylum for the criminal insane at 
Menard, there to “ die insane or await 
recovery and die on the gallows.” 
| “We have doubted all along that 
Scott was insane,” said Jenkins in 
Springfield last night. “So I have 
ordered him examined by alienists and 
if our beliefs are verified, and Scott 
is declared .gane, we will return him 
to the Cook county jall, and ask the 
courts there to set the date for his 
execution.” Attorney General Carl- 
gtrom was consulted on the action 
Wednesday, Jenkins added. 

Never Insane, Is Claim. 

State alienists retained by State's 
Attorney Crowe. including Dr. William 
©. Krohn, have observed Scott and 
have given him their opiniogs that he 
never was insane. 

Scott, the state has heard, has been 
a trouble maker at the Chester asy- 
lum, and fear has arisen that he might 
try to incite the insane felons there 
into an attempted jail delivery. 

The institution has been described, 
as a living death, and the officials be- 
lieve Scott would stop at no risk to

THE PASSING OF TRUST 
jo BUSTING. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, in his address 
before the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
did not hesitate to find fault with the Sherman and 
Clayton acts, the early and late flowers of the trust 
“The original conception of this legislation,” he 
said, “ seems to have been to maintain a great host 
of highly competitive units in every trade. By 
degrees we have been retreating from this notion 
because the competition it required became at times 
Mr. Hoover showed some of the absurdities aris- 
ing from the interpretation of the anti-trust laws. 
The practice has tended to become “ more legalistic 
than economic.” Thus, the courts have approved 
@ consolidation by purchase of units whose pro- 
duction constituted nearly half of the total produc- 
tion in an industry, but the same courts have 
frowned upon attempts of & number of individuals 
who together-controlled a much smaller percentage 
of the total product to combine their production 
Twenty years ago any member of an administra- 
tion at Washington who would have dared publicly 
to attack the anti-trust laws in principle and prac- 
tice would have endangered his position in the gov- 
ernment and might even have endangered the con- 
tinuance of the administration itself. Today it, is 
different, We have come to realize that in industry 
the important thing is to produce and sell more 
cheaply, and that many small units engaged in a 
ruinous competition cannot as a rule pay either 
good wages or good profits. Labor, which was at 
one time active in its opposition to the trusts, is 
no longer embittered against them. A member of 
the cabinet can speak of trust busting as a 
“ notion” and get away with it, unscathed. of 

A characteristic of American industry is its will- 
ingness to scrap machinery as soon as a superior 
machine for the purpose is devised. The country 

ld be better off if our legislators would show 
_ the same willingness to scrap outworn laws. Our 
legislation is hampering the sound growth of our 
industries. A thorough revision of the trust laws 
‘is needed. Mr. Hoover’s speech has called attenti®n 
to ‘the fact that such a revision can now. be made 
without unfortunate political consequences for the 
men who venture to make it.

PARK IN THE GREAT 


SMOKIES. 

The proposal for a national park in the Great 
Smoky mountains, lying partly in North Carolina 
and ‘Tennessee, seems about to receive favorable 
congressional action. It means a great deal for 
Chicago and the midwest. Such a park would 
provide in spring and autumn recreational outlets 
equivalent to those we now enjoy in summer in 
Provision of highways for a motorized people is 
the pressing task of state and local governments. 
Of equal importance soon will be the problem of 
providing somewhere to go, unless vacation mo- 
toring is to become mere vagabondage. 

We may trust private enterprise sooner or later 
to create somewhere on Lake. Michigan or on 
the Illinois river another Atlantic City for the 
week-end needs of our population. The value o% 
the Jersey coast resorts to the crowded east is in- 
calculable. For longer vacationing and for more 
strenuous holidays — knickers for “both sexes

—the east is looking forward to a national park 
in the Blue Ridge mountains overlooking the 
Shenandoah—a day's ride for forty millions. 

The Great Smoky project_lies half way on the 
routes from the lakes to the winter resorts of the 
southeast. It provides rugged beauty and those 
wilderness values so important to a recently ur- 
banized people who need the occasional touch of 
the primitive as much as they need vitamins in 
their food. If the national government takes over 
the 704,000 acres offered in the Great Smokies, as 
we hope it will, the park can in time be made a 
source of revenue by scientific forestry and graz- 
ing. The government is asked to administer and 
develop, not to buy, land. The state of Dons | 
and two private associations have already raised 
$1,066,693 for the purchase of land. Congress cd 


to accept 150,000 acres for administration. No de- 
velopment work is to be undertaken until the 
greater part of the remaining acreage shall have 
been acquired. The land is to be bought by the 
states and the park associations and.granted to 
the United States in fee simple, 

The possibilities of timber conservation and 
watershed control in the southern Appalachians 
are such that the region is a great national 
treasure —- the common concern of 120,000,000

AGAINST BRANCH BANKING. 
If, ‘as is expected, the McFadden-Pepper branch 
banking bill becomes law, congress will have passed 
a measufe opposed to the traditional American prin- 
ciple of" local self-government. Both houses have 
passed bills; all that remains is to adjust the minor 
differences between the measures as approved by 
house and se : 
Branch banking, by an inevitable process, places 
control of the entire credit of a community in the 
hands of a few powerful rs. Small banks are 
squeezed to the wall in the competition with the 
vast resources of the large institutions. Ultimately ’ 
a few central banks control the economic and indus- 
trial development of great territories. 

The branch system is absentee landlordigm car- 
ried into the banking world. The credit facilities 
of the small community are placed in the hands of 
a group of directors miles away, thterested oply in 
their own financial welfare and capable of further- 
ing or curtailing the community's future 
as their own interests dictate. . ate 

It is the small state bank which has been re- 
sponsible for financing the development of the 
frontier of America’s resources. It has been bank- 
ing on character which has enabled the young 
community to grow and whicti still enables many 
communities to exist.. The branch bank must obey 
the parent institution, and the parent bank, far 
away, cannot know the characters of its customers. 

One of the very things the federal reserve system 
was designed to overcome was such a private con- 
trol of capital and credit. The result of branch 
banking will be to restore the evils which led to 
1607. A disinterested agency, such as the federal 
reserve system, not a great, private controlling 
power, is needed in case of emergency to divert 
the natural flow of funds and extend unusual! credit. 

Burope has had branch banking for many years. 
It is the accepted system there. It is also held re- 
sponsible, principally in England, for many indus- 
trial ilis, because of the very fact that the local 
borrower has not been able to get credit from ab- 
sentee directors who did not know him. 

It is unfortunate, we believe, that congress has 
seen fit to pass such a measure in this country. —

HOT WORDS BUT 
NO PROGRESS IN 
FARM AID DEBATE 


Revolving Fund ‘Assailed 
as Cotton Price Booster. 


{Chicage Tribune Press Service.) 


. Washington, D. C., May 14.—([Spe- 


cial.)}—Sharp exchange of personali- 
ties between members of opposing fac- 
tions and no actual progress toward 
the passage of any farm legislation 
marked today’s discussion of the Hau- 
gen corn belt measure in the house.

posed $175,000,000 revolving fund fea- 
ture of the Haugen bill, asserting that 
the farmers of the country, especially 
southern cotton growers, will revolt 
against the scheme when they under- 
etand its workings. 

. Proposed Division of Fund. 

Of the $175,000,000 fund, it is planned 
under the bill, according to Mr. 
Ketcham, to allot $75,000,000 to cover 
possible losses in operations to stabi- 
lize the price of cotton. Taking a 


' particular district in Mississippi as an 


instance, Mr. Ketcham declared it 


would receive from the $75,000,000 
 gbout 7.1 per cent of the amount al- 


jotted to the state, or about $655,170. 
“But in two years, when the equali- 
zation fee is established,” continued 
Mr. Ketcham, “instead of receiving 
this splendid sum those cotton farm- 
ers will pay $2 a bale on their 136,542 
bales, or $273,084 a year. Afd they 
aren’t going to like that.” 
Where Money Comes From. 
“Where is this revolving fund com-. 
ing from?’’ he asked. “From the fed- 
eral treasury. What per cent of it is 
paid by the states that will be the 


principal beneficiaries? Less than five 


per cent. Ninety-five per cent of it, 
according to the figures of the internal 
revenue department, willbe paid by 
those who are not beneficiaries. All 
we have got to do is to dig down into 
our pockets and furnish $75,000,000 in 
order to keep up the high price of 
cotton, and then pay a higher price 
for our cotton goods. We get it going 
and coming back--a double barreled 
shot.” 

Reresentative Dickinson [Rep., Ia.], 
one of the chief backers of, the Hau- 
gen bill, was loudly applauded by his 
group when he charged Mr. Ketcham 
with deserting the farmers “who gave 
him a meal ticket for years” as mas- 
ter of a state grange.

“The assumption of parents that be- 
cause a child is their own flesh and 
blood the child will understand them 
and that they have the key to their 
child is baseless,” he continued. 
“There is no indication that parents 
have any better insight into’their chil- 
dren than the thtelligent outsider.” 


The child is a human being, 


years youngér than his parents, ‘and 
this difference in age digs a tremen- 
doug abyss between the two genera- 
tions. They see one another across a 
gulf; their interests are not the same;
